immorality and im- 


fusion between m- 
modesty that seems to exist in officiai 
quarters ‘‘ Topaze” was shown in Dublin 
last week, and nobody (not even the Film 


Censor) appears to have realised that it was 


one of the most immoral films that have ap- 

ared in this country for several years! A 
ew scenes that savoured of immodesty were 
cut out, bat that is a different matter. 

In order to make the point clear for those 
who did not see the picture, it may be as 
well to summarise the plot. Topaze is a 
school teacher, who instructs his class in his 
own beliefs—that ‘‘honesty is the best 
policy’’ and that justice must be done at 
all costs Having been dismissed from his 
post, he finds himself involved unconsciously 
in a gigantic swindle; and the shock of this 
discovery alters his whole mode of life. ‘He 
attains success by, adepting himself to the 
scheme of things; and there we leave him. 
It is made quite obvious in the film that 
Topaze has lound the world to be very 
diferent from what he thoucht it to be: it is 
full of liars and thieves, and the only prospect 
of survival lies in becoming a liar and a 
thief aiso. 

Is this doctrine Immoral or noi? If the 
lees of the chorus girls in ‘‘42nd Street 
were so dangerous to our moral well-being 
that they were removed from our view, how 
much more dangerous is a film showing us 
the triumph of mjustice? The “ suggestive- 
ness '' of some rejected § films is 
nothing compared to the suggestiveness 
of this; for it is implied that the 
world is so thoroughly bad as to afford no 
hope for simple and honest minds. It is be- 
side the point to say that, as the ey 
did not grasp the immorality, it did not 
matter. Is not the well-being of the minority 
just as important’? 

The answer to all this, of course, is that 
people's characters are not so easily upset, 
* without 
heing impelled to embark on evil practices. 
The film, indeed, was one of those that one 
would have been very sorry to miss, and we 
must thank the lack of logic that enabled us 
to see it. The only point raised is, rather, 
that if the censorship were carried out 
logically it would lead to very absurd re- 


suits, and many people are beginning to 
think that it has been carried quite far 
enough already.

Government and Farmer. 


During the week’s end Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin defended the British Govern- 
ment’s agricultural policy before an 
Edinburgh audience. Any effort. as he 
pointed out, to strengthen the hold of the 
British farmers upon their own market 
was attended with exceptional diffi- 
culties. It would be easy enough to 
eliminate competition; a tariff of some 


hundreds per cent. would shut all 
foreign goods out of Britain without 
the slightest trouble. The immediate 


result, of course, would be a shortage of 
food and the “ skyrocketing” of prices; 
for Britain at present can supply her own 
need of foodstuffs little more readily 
than the Free State can supply her own 
demand for tin-tacks. 
of meat, 


A certain quantity 
wheat and general foodstuffs 
must be admitted, and the Government's 
policy is to ensure that, while the 
farmers will be certain of good prices for 
their produce, the people cf Britain will 
not go short, or will not be compelled 
to pay eovermuch their food. 
Originally, the Government hoped that 
tarifis would be the best methods to 
control imports; but it found that the 
effect of import duties could be upset by 
various means. 


for 


A change in a nation’s 
currency, for example, could defeat the 
tariff system, or a nation could ‘‘dump”’ 
goods on British shores at prices which, 
however unremunerative they might be to 
the seller, would be able to undersell the 
Iitish farmer. The Government, there- 
fore, changed its mind, and, rather than 
raise its the foreign 
challenge, introduced a system of import 
quotas. 


tariffs to meet 


Under the quota system the foundations 


Of a really efficient policy of protection are 


being laid. The boon to the British 
| farmers is almost inestimable. For 
the first time in many years the 
decline of agricultural prosperity has 
been arrested, since, though prices— 


particularly for meat—are still. low, they 
are expected to show a sensible increase 
at any time. It must be remembered that 
all the benefit of these limitations is con- 
ditional on the energy of the farmers 
themselves. A ago the British 
Government stipulated that it was willing 
to assist with tariffs or quotas only those 
branches of the farming industry which 
were taking steps to reorganise themselves. 
The pig-breeders, milk-producers, cattle- 
farmers and other groups were invited to 
” get together,” to devise schemes for more 
efficient production and for the better 
marketing of their wares, to show that 
they were genuinely anxious to improve 
their lot. If the Government was satisfied 
with the efforts of any particular branch, 
it protected that branch from excessive 
foreign competition by means of either a 
tariff or a quota.

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Food Fallacies. 


A number of strange and somewhat 
sinister disclosures has been made within 
the past week in the science of food and 
cookery. The orthodox conception of the 
breakfast-table has suffered a severe biéw 
at the hands of Dr. Eric Pritchard, who 
finds fault with the old-established school 
of thought that believes in an affinity 
between bacon and eggs. To serve them 
together, jit seems, is at once illogical and 
of doubtful gastronomic propriety. Where 
his breakfast is concerned man is not a 
logical animal, and few of us have dared 
to question the rights of an association 
which seemed as natural as that of 


farmers. 


and fowl. They have been boiled, baked, 
fried, roasted; they have been placed in 
hot ovens and cold; they have been 
plunged into a seething pot and they have 
been chilled with ice—and all to arrive 
at an estimate of the loss of nutritive 
value sustained in cookery. As we might 
have expected, the results have shown us 
tu our true colours. We are wrong about 
everything. Cooks and housewives, for 
example, have believed for generations 
that the cooking of a joint should be 
begun at a high temperature, in order 
that the surface may be sealed and the 
valuable juices preserved within. This 
delusion is now exposed. Again, we are 
too conservative in our choice of food, and 
our views on proteins and purine nitrogen 
are little short of ridiculous. We avoid 
the consumption of huge meals of meat 
in the hope that thus we may escape 
certain diseases, and in our insensate folly 
We give never a thought to the Eskimos, 
who thrive on a diet of meat and nothing 
else. In short, little can be said for us, 
and, if we took ourselves with proper 
seriousness, every kitchen in the country 
would be hung with crépe until we mend 
our ways. The latter days of November, 
with Christmas not far ahead and the 
materials for our suicidal feasts of that 
season already ordered, seem an unhappy 
time for the publication of such grave 
news; but we may console ourselves with 
the thought that the usual procedure of 
mankind in such crises may save us once 
again. Like other unwelcome revelations, 
this “report on the chemistry of flesh 
foods’’ may be rendered ineffective if we 
adopt the statesmanlike policy of ignoring 
it—at until after Christmas.

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The New Education. 


The junior ranks of the Free State's 
Civil Service are enlisted, by examination, 
from “‘ pupils who are just stepping out 
of the secondary schools.” Last week Mr. 
H. P. Boland told the Civil Service Com- 
mission—he is its Chief Establishment 
Officer—that the system produced some dis- 
concerting results. It seems that the hand- 
writing of recent entrants is “ dreadful ”’ : 
" writing,” said Mr. Boland, “ is taught 
in no secondary school.” He added that 
in former days the Second Division clerk, 
when he entered the service, was able to 
summarise a number of returns on a single 
sheet. ‘‘ The present entrants cannot 
even make a shot at it”; and Mr. Boland 
made a like criticism of précis-writing., 
wherein a digest of correspondence is 
beyond the capacity of the new entrants. 
Since the secondary schools to-day are 
recguited largely from the primary schools, 
we must infer that in the primary schools 
the teaching of these subjects is equally 
unsatisfactory. a para- 
doxical situation. During recent years the 
cost of education in the Free State has 
increased. Large sunts have been spent 
on schools and training colleges. . The 
curricula of the schools have been stuffed 
with all sorts of new and 
‘“ \ntermediate ” and “ leaving’’ examina- 
tions furnish imposing tests of efficiency. 
Yet the Civil Service cannot get competent 
junior clerks—who produced in 
ample quantity twenty years ago—and 
that is not the worst of the matter. Every 
boy and girl in the Free State cannot hope 
to become civil servants. We suppose that 
some seventy per cent. of the school popula- 
tion (primary and secondary) must seek a 
living on the land, in shops, in offices— 
and, perhaps, in the new factories. If the 
bulk of such aspirants cannot write fairly, 
cannot keep accounts or summarise corre- 
spondence, how can they expect to make a 
decent living? All these quite humble 
achievements were embraced in the “ three 
R's ’’ of the old national schools. Surely 
the time has come for a stocktaking of the 
Free State’s educational methods—for a 
thorough overhauling of a system which 
seems to have lost touch with the country’s 
needs. 
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Uniforms. 


It is a curious commentary on the League 
of Nations and its progeny of peace pacts 
that, while the attire of the male civilian 
remains static, a great deal of attention is 
being paid to the improvement of military 
uniforms. Signor Mussolini has decided to 
make changes in the uniform of Italian 
Army officers. The high collar of the 
service uniform, which always has been 
one of its alluring features, will disappear, 
and a ‘‘turn-down’’ collar, after the 
British model, will take its place. Further- 
more, white drill uniforms will be per- 
mitted for summer wear, and a completely 
new uniform, black in colour, but with the 
facings of the different regiments, is 
ordained for social events. The de- 
scription does not suggest that Signor 


Mussolini has an eye to impending 
hostilities; but a more sinister case 
has ben made out for the new 


uniforms of the Nazi storm troops, who 
constitute, if not an “ official ” army, at 
any rate a very competent fighting force. 
Their caps, overcoats and breeches will 
be changed in colour from common brown 
to “‘ olive,’’ which will be “ less dis- 
cernible '” than the former hue. Mean- 
while, the British War Office has not 
reached a final decision upon new 
uniforms with which it has been experi 
menting for the last year or two. In the 
Free State we learn taat the familiar 
green uniform is regarded, like that of 
Herr Hitler’s retinue, as too conspicuous 
for the purposes of active service, and 
that a change of colour can be expected.

CANON TATLOW AT CHBIST 


CHURCH CATHEDRAL, 


Canon Tissington Tatlow, D.D., preached 
in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, yester- 
day evening, on the subject: “ The Contribu- 
tion of the Student Christian Movement to 
Life and Thought in the Modern World.” 
His text was St. Peter's confession of Jesus 
to be the Christ and Our Lord’s acclaiming that 
confession as the Rock upon which He would 
build His Church. (St. Matthew, xvi., 15-18). 

In the course of his sermon, Canon Tatlow 
said that he had been connected with the 
Student Christian Movement from the time 
when he took his degree at Trinity College 
Dublin, in 1897, until last summer, and had 
seen a religious movement which had begun 
some years before he was a student, grow 
from very small beginnings in Great Britain 
and America until to-day it had spread over 
the world, and one student in every ten in 
the world was a member of it, and a far 
larger number came under its influence. The 
object of the Student Christian Movement 
was to lead students to accept the Christian 
faith and to live the Christian life. 

The more important contribution of the 
movement to the work of the Church in the 
world which marked the last two decades of 
the nineteenth century was that made by the 
winning of the attention of large numbers of 
university men and, later, women to the im- 


mense importance of the missionary work of 
the Church. It started a stream of university- 


trained men and women which poured out to 
Africa and the East as missionaries. 

Turning to the West, Canon Tatlow said 
that the Student Christian Movement had set 
in motion what for conveniencq was now 
often described as the ecumenical movement. 
This was a general description which covered 
the activities of four bodies which had a 
rapidly growing influence throughout the non- 
Roman Churches of the West. 

This ecumenical movement in Europe had 
a wider incidence than the question of re- 
union: for, if the Lutheran and Evangelical 
Churches were able to withstand the attempts 
of the Nazi movement in Germany to make 
the Churches subservient to the needs of the 
State, it would be in no small degree due to 
the support and help that the genuine 
Christian element in the German Churches 
were receiving from their friends in the 
cecumenical movement at the present time. 

Canon Tatlow also preached in the Chapel 
of Trinity College yesterday morning.

MUTINY SHIP. 


CAPTAIN QUELLS CREW 
OF ARMED CHINESE.

Mutiny broke out during the night on the 
British tanker Clam, belonging to the 
Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Company, just 
arrived here from the East, but was quelled 
after half an hour. 

Thirty-three members of the Chinese 
crew rushed the bridge as the tanker tied 
up at the dock to stress a demand for higher 
wages. Captain B. G. Protheroe and a 
small group of British seamen faced the 
infuriated mob, and held them off with 
revolvers. 

The arrival of the police and the arrest 
of the mutineers ended the incident. 


was brewing in the forecastle, but the 


cause for it remained unknown until the 


Chinese rushed the bridge. One of them 
was brandishing a meat cleaver which he 
had snatched from the galley. . 

Howling and cursing, the. mutineers ad- 
vanced upon the captain, who retreated to 
his cabin and emerged with a revolver in 
his hand. 

With a few other British members of the 
crew he faced the Chinese, threatening to 
shoot the first man who came any nearer. 

Then for nearly half an hour he’*talked 
to them until he succeeded in arguing them 
into submission. 

So successful were his arguments that the 
Chinese turned and fled down the gangway 
to the dock, where they were arrested by 
several police emergency squads which had 
been called to the scene.

Nominations take place to-day for the 


election of 52 members of the Parliament 


of Northern Ireland, and, as far as can 
Be seen, about two-thirds of the members

will be returned unopposed. Unless some 


thing like 39 seats will be filled without a 
contest, and of these 32 are supporters of 
Lord Craigavon. They include all the 
members of his Government, and assure 
him a handsome majority. 

A feature of the elections is the fact that 
neither of the two main parties, the 
Unionists and the Nationalists, show any 
intention of fighting forlorn hopes in con- 
stituencies where the other is known to 
have a majority on the register. The con- 
tests pending are, in the main, between 
Nationalists and Republicans, on the one 
hand, and Unionists and Independents or 
Labour candidates on the other. On all 
sides it is recognised that there is no hope 
of making converts on the question of 
union with Britain and the Empire. 


THE BELFAST SEATS. 


For the sixteen seats in Belfast con- 
tests are expected in seven, the 
Unionists attacking the seats held in the 
last Parliament by two Pndependents and 
one Socialist. Labour men are coming 
forward in two divisions hitherto held by 
Unionists; a representative of the 
Tenants’ Defence Association will oppose 
the former Unionist member in the Dun- 
cairn Division, a Republican essaying 
to wrest Central Belfast from the 
Nationalists. There is to be a three-cor- 
nered contest in Shankill, where a Com- 
munist announces his intention of com- 
ing forward against Mr. Thomas Hender- 
son, the former Independent member, 
and Mr. Norman Fulton, his Unionist 
opponent. 

No contests are expected in the Coun- 
ties of Antrim, Fermanagh, Londonderry 
or Tyrone, while in County Armagh two 
Independent Farmers’ nominees are com- 
ing forward against the Unionists, and in 
County Down two Nationalist seats are 


challenged by Republicans. There are 

five candidates for the four University 

seats—three Unionists and two Inde- 

pendents. 

HEADQUARTERS’ ACTIVITY. 
After the nominations to-day elec 


troneering work will begin in earnest in 
the contested divisions. The staff at 
Unionist headquarters are already hard 
at work on the preliminaries, and nothing 
is to be left to chance. Exhaustive can- 
vasses of the electors are already in pro- 
gress, a considerable number of women 
led by Lady Helen Stewart having this 
work in hand. 

In addition to help from well-known 
politicians released from their own con- 
stituencies several women speakers, in- 
cluding Lady Margaret Stewart, have 
proffered their aid to the Unionist can- 
didates.

“REVOLUTION STILL 
TO COME.” 


BIG PART PLAYED BY 
WOMEN.

HE general election for the first 
ordinary Cortes since the founding of 
the Spanish Republic, and the first at 
which the women of Spain have had a 
vote, took place to-day, to an accompani- 
ment of strikes and violence, Six persons 
were killed and a score and more injured, 
many seriously. 
Sonie eight million women were entitled 
to vote, and their presence gave a new 
note to the lively scenes at the polling 
stations. 
On one side the determination to stop 
anarchy and on the other eagerness to up- 
hold the Republic against Church in- 
fluence brought the Spanish women to 
the polls in numbers far exceeding the 
men. Many nuns, by special ecclesiastical 
permission, left their convents for the first 
time in their lives in order to vote. 
The strain is now over, and after the 
first real election Spain has ever known 
everybody in Madrid is in a good humour. 
Only the Socialists say that, if the results 
go against them, they are going to sally 
forth and fight out the issues in the streets 
of the cities. ” 


RETURN OF MONARCHISTS. 


There are strong rumours of a plot to 
attack the convents, also of the possibility 
of a Monarchist rising. Many of those 
who fled when Don Alfonso departed are 
understood to have returned to Madrid. 
Whatever the result of the voting, a new 
situation will be created for Spain. 

By many it is held that the Republic 
has been tried out and failed; by others 
this failure is thought to be due to the 
fact that no heads were cut off in April, 
1931. 

In the opinion of the Socialists, the 
Anarchists and the Communists, the revo- 
lution is still to come. 

Owing to the complicated electoral 
system, it will hardly be possible to make 
a forecast of the results until to-morrow, 
but a Right Wing victory is likely, 
judging by the result in sixteen provincial 
centres, particularly im former Socialist 
and Extreme Left strongholds like Jaen, 
Seville and Malaga. 


REPUBLICANS ROUTED. 


In Madrid it appears that the 
Republicans have been routed, with the 
Right, the Lerroux Radicals and the 
Socialists more or less even up to the time 
of telephoning. 

In Barcelona the Catalan League is 
leading so far. The outstanding feature is 
the increase of votes for the Right. 

The Cabinet is in permanent session, 
and keeping in touch with the whole 
country, examining the returns as they 
come through. 

Rioting is feared to-night in Barcelona 
and Seville, in which city Monarchists 
and Communists are reported to be 
organising demonstrations. There was a 
clash. between the two parties there this 
afternoon, and one man on each side was 
wounded in street fighting, during which 
revolver shots were exchanged. Earlier 


one man was killed. and. seven were 
wounded, when twenty Anarchists, 
brandishing revolvers, held up and 


searched Right Wing polling officers on 
their way to the booths. Although the 
assailants discovered no arms, they fired 
point-blank at the Right Wing men, 
killing their leader. i 


VOTERS SHOT. 


At Alicante two persons were wounded, 
and in Santander and Badajoz there were 
clashes between Anarchists and Right 
Wing men. Near the latter town the 
Radical Mayor at Lornachos, his wife 
and her sister were all three seriously 
injured by a pistol shot of a Socialist 
assailant when recording their votes. The 
Mayor shot his assailant dead. 

At Torrente. near Valencia. one man 
was killed and two were wounded when 
Socialists attempted to break up the 
polling boxes. 

Owing to disorders in Granada a rein- 
forcement of 400 Guards was drafted into 
the town, and the police disarmed the 
villagers and the Socialist Mayor to 
prevent armed intimidation. 

At several polling stations the voting 
urns were smashed. 

It is reported that Sefior Indalecio 
Prieto, a former Minister, was assaulted 
by two Nationalists and knocked out when 
he was about to register his vote at Bilbao. 
He received a black eye and lost conscious- 
ness. His assailants were set upon by a 
crowd and were seriously injured. 

At Baracaldo a Fascist was killed and 
another seriously wounded in a clash. 

At Tarrasa, in Castille, shots were ex- 
changed between the driver of a motor car, 
which was taking some nuns to the polling 
stations, and a group of Left supporters. 
The owner of the car, a manufacturer 
named Michel Marcet, was seriously 
wounded in the lung and may die. In the 
same town a member of the Left was shot 
dead and a number injured when a mob 
of extremists attempted to prevent some 
Sisters of Charity from. voting. The 
police intervened. 


PRIEST’S MURDER. 


A dispute arose between a village priest, 
who was registering his vote, and a band 
of anarchists at Gallarta, near Bilbao. 
The anarchists fired en masse at the priest. 
and then drove their daggers into the 
priest’s bullet-ridden dead body until the 
police approached, when they fled. 

In Barcelona the transport strike con- 
tinued, but did not much affect the poll. 

As a last-minute move to help the 
Republican cause, the mass seizure of the 
estates of ten dukes, and the handing over 
of their land to the peasants, was ordered 
to-day. These estates include those of the 
Dukes of Alba, Medinaceli, Medina, 
Sidonia, Albuquerque, Arion, Penaranda, 
and the Marquis of Veilisca.

OTH Mr. Henderson and Sir John 
Simon, the Foreign Secretary, deny 
that there is any truth in the report that 
the relations between them have been other 
than marked with courtesy and friendli- 
ness. i 
It has always been the practice of Sir 
John Simon to call on Mr. Henderson on 
his frequent visits to Geneva, and this is 
only in accordance with the usual 
practice, since Mr. Henderson is President 
of the Disarmament Conference. 
To-day has been a day of talks and meet- 
ings, but no decision has yet been reached. 


THREE HOURS’ MEETING. 


There was a meeting lasting three hours 
this evening, at the end of which the 
following communiqué was issued :— 
““On the invitation of Mr. Henderson, 
the representatives of France, Great 
Britain, Italy, the United States of 
America, and the Rapporteur-General, M. 
Benes, met. at the Hotel de la Paix this 
afternoon. 

“The President fully reviewed the 
situation, and referred to the decision of 
the General Commission in June regard- 
ing the necessity of obtaining a greater 
measure of common ground before proceed- 
ing to a second reading of the United 
Kingdom Draft Convention. He briefly 
referred to recent efforts to reduce differ- 
ences. After each representative had 
stated his views, it was decided to adjourn 
the meeting until Monday.”’ 

Although great reticence is observed 
with regard to details of the meeting, it is 
gathered that the proceedings were very in- 
conclusive, and revealed that there were 
wide divergences in the standpoints of the 
principal Powers as to the future proce- 
dure. 


EMPHATIC FRENCH. 


It is understood that M. Paul-Boncour, 
the French Foreign Minister, was most 
emphatic. He wants the Conference to 
gv on, and takes his stand upon the agree- 
ment of October 14th. It is obvious that 
this must be the French policy in the cir- 
cumstances, as no Government could dare 
envisage any concessions to present-day

In these 
circumstances, it is necessary to break 
new ground. 

Unfortunately, there is no clear perspec- 
tive of what that ground s'.:uld be, and 
thus far Great Britain has had no definite 
proposals to submit. 

From all the prospects it would appear 
that the Conference is now faced with two 
alternatives—either to continue the work 
on the basis of the October 14th acree- 
ment, or to adjourn to enable diplomatic 
conversations to have an opportunity of 
finding an amicable solution.

The Times, in a leading article on 
President Roosevelt's decision to enter 
into diplomatic relations with the Soviet 
Government, observes :—Possibly some ol 


exaguerated, but there will be general 
agreement that President Roosevelt has 
shown his sense of reality by putting an 
end to a situation which had become in- 
convenient and embarrassing. He 
been equally realist in not insisting upon 
the condition which President Coolidye 
and others of his predecessors held to be 
indispensable, the compensation vl 
American citizens whose property had 
been confiscated, the recognition of the 
debts to the United States contracted by 
the Russian Republic in its early days, 
aud—a point which they regarded as 
capital—the cessation of Russian propa- 
ganda against the social and economic 
order in America. 

The correspondence published ww 
Washington contains, it is true, a pledge 
to refrain from revolutionary propaganda, 
which would seem to be both compre- 
hensive and categorical, if it were not for 
the experience which other Govern. 
ments, notably our own, have already 
had in this matter. This pledge is 
much longer and more detailed than 
that given to the British Government in 
1929, though some of the verbiage is the 
same. There is, however, one ominous 
similarity M. Litvinoff’s letter to 
Mr. Roosevelt, like Sokolnikoff’s Note 
to Mr. Henderson, contains no explicit 
meation of the Communist International 
which, and not the Soviet Government. is 
the organisation through which the 
Russian Communist Party conducts its 
revolutionary propaganda in foreign 
countries. The Government is only the 
right hand of the party, of which the 
Comintern is the left. and when challenged 
over the persistent violation of its pledges 
it invariably disclaims all responsibility 
for the activities of a body over which, 
as it claims, it possesses no authority. 

Indeed, there is every reason to think 
that the President looks upon the restora- 
tion of normal diplomatic relations with 
Russia not only as useful in itself, but 
as a necessary preliminary to a trade 
agreement which he hopes will help the 
American farmer and the American in- 
dustrialist. Washington and New York are 
full of rumours as to the nature and the 
extent of the deal which is contemplated, 
and some of them even specify the 
amount of American cotton and of 
American agricultural machinery which 
the *Soviet will agree to buy. The diffi- 
culty, of course, is over the terms of pay- 
ment.

FALL OF ROOF.

DOCTOR’S STORY OF 
RESCUE ATTEMPTS. 


i &—-— 
OURTEEN men were killed and four 


slightly injured in an _ explosion 
which occurred early yesterday in the 
Grassmoor Colliery, near Chesterfield, 
Derbyshire. 


The following account of the accident 
was telephoned by a Press Association 
special reporter at the scene last night. 

Late ón Saturday night 31 men 
descended the deep hard pit to complete 
work on a fall of ccel which had occurred 
a fortnight earlier. A thousand feet 
below ground, and a mile and a quarter 


from the bottom of the shaft,- they 
set to work. Above them, Grassmoor slept 
peacefully in the heavy mist of the 


November night. Midnight, 1 a.m., 2 
a.m., passed, and then out of the mist 
terror came to the hamlet. There were 
running feet in the streets, fists beating 
on doors, and cries of “ Come at once, 
there has been an explosion.’’ 

Quickly the alarm spread, sending men, 
women and children hurrying to the 
pit top, and bringing rescue brigades 
roaring through the night in their 
powerful wagons. Not all the skill 
and bravery of the rescuers could 
save fourteen of the miners. In 
one of the workings off the main road 
down the pit there had been an explosion 
—‘‘ it seemed like a drum” said a sur- 
vivor—and in its train came the deadly 
after-damp, overpowering and killing the 
men as surely as poison gas. 

Four other men working a little further 
from the coal face managed to stagger 
out, injured, but alive, and joined the 
rest of the shift in a nightmare scramble 
along the workings to safety. Two of 
them had left brothers behind. As these 
men came to the surface hop: sprang up 
among those waiting. But it was short- 
lived. The rescuers, hurrying to the seat 
of the explosion, found that they had 
arrived too late. The after-damp had 
done its work. The bereaved turned away 


and were led gently to their homes. 

Slowly the day wore on. From the pit 
management came an official statement 
and the list of the dead and injured. A 
second rescue party was organised to make 
a further inspection, while at the pit- 
head men and women waited. 

Suddenly there was a stir and police 
hurried along, marshalling the group into 
two ranks. From behind one of the 
colliery buildings a powerful touring car 
drove up, a hatless figure at the wheel. It 
was Prince George, come specially from 


Chatsworth to offer his father’s and his 
own sympathy. 
Prince left, and darkness and fog slowly 


blotted out the slag heaps, the chimneys, 


and the winding gear of the pit.

SURVIVOR’S ACCOUNT, 


Frank Foyster, one of the four sur- 
vivors, told of the moment of horror in 
which his brother was killed. 

“ We were working on a face about 190 
yards leng,”’ he said. ‘“‘ Three other men 
and I were ‘packing’ at the end of the 
face, when suddenly there was a loud 
boom. It sounded like a drum. Then 
there was a flash, and we found ourselves 
ia a mist. Everything went black. The 
four of us were just on the edge of the 
explosion, but it knocked us down, I 
managed te scramble into the gateway, 
where the air was clear, and the other 
three followed me. 

“ We could see nothing. The two dead 
men, who were nearest to me, were about 
fifteen to twenty yards away. 

“ My brother Sam was thirty or forty 
yards away. He managed to crawl out of 
it. He must have crawled about fifty 
yards, and actually passed the spot wher 
[ had been working. There he died. 

“I tried to reach him, but could not. 
We could do nothing. There was a thick 
fog, and we could not breathe in it.”

QUARRELS WITH BRITAIN.

THE BIG IRISH PROBLEM, 


Mr. Frank MacDermot said that 
forthcoming Northern elections ought to 
turn the minds of all Irishmen to the 
fundamental Irish problem—that of recon- 
ciliation. No constitutional system could 
be acceptable or wise which meant the 
estrangement of one. million of their 
people-from the other three millions. It 
was no use calling those people invaders 
or intruders, especially as they and their 
forefathers had longer and better claims to 
Irish nationality than many of those who 
ealled them invaders. Were the million 
Irishmen to be massacred, expelled or 
reconciled? The last was the only practi- 
cable and the only Christian course, and 
until they set their minds and hands to 
it the country was condemned to a con- 
tinuance of partition. It was primarily 
for that reason that the United Ireland 
Party believed in membership of the 
British Commonwealth as free and equal 
partners. ' 

The important economic advantages of 
i such membership were 
| sideration. They believed, notwithstand- 
| ing the fact that they came of older Irish 
| stock than their principal opponents, 
that the for the racial divisions 
in the country was the same as had proved 
successful in South Africa—namely, the 
realisation of the age-long ideals of inde- 
pendence within the framework of the 
world-wide organisation to which so many 
of their people were attached by senti- 
ment. Once that position was frankly 
accepted by Irish Nationalists as a whole 
he was convinced that then the doom of 
partition was sealed. 

The centre of gravity of every Irishman 
should be neither in London nor in 
Moscow, but in Ireland, and it was as an 
Irishman that he regarded this question. 
The British flag and the British Empire 
meant nothing to him as compared with 
the honour and happiness of the Irish 
people.

Mr. Gogan pointed out some of the results | 
which have been obtained in other hear Ar nir 

rticularly England, with regard to archxo- 
logical researches carried out from the air. 
He mentioned that one of the most important 
discoveries of recent times—the location of 
Woodhenge, in Wiltshire—was made as the 
result of aerial photographs taken by Flight- 
Lieutenant Insull. These photographs enabled 
the old site to be completely reconstructed, 
although all the wood had long since rotted 
away. The discovery of Woodhenge was of 
particular importance in view of its analogy 
to Stonehenge. 

Some aerial photographic work for archeo- 
logical research has already been carried out 
on a small and unsystematic scale in this 
country, said Mr. Gogan, and fairly good 
results were obtained at the Hill of Tara, and 
also at Oldcastle. 

One of the leading authorities on this type 


of survey work is Mr. O. G. S. Crawford, of 
Southampton, and a great deal of research 


has been carried on in England under his 
direction. It will also be recalled that No. 502 
(Ulster) Squadron of the Royal Air Force, 
stationed at Aldergrove, County Antrim, sur- 
veved a number of sites in Northern Ireland 
on behalf of the Archeological Research Com- 
mission.
